NE OF THE MOST THRILLING projects 

of the Burma Baptists in the past 
few years has been the opening of mis- 
sion work among the wild, naked Nagas 
of Burma’s northwest frontier. 

Though American Baptists have 
worked with Naga tribes on the Assam 
side of the border, the inaccessibility of 
the mountains of northwest Burma has 
meant that these animistic peoples of the 
northwest had not been reached with the 
gospel message. 

The Nagas lived in hostile isolation 
until General Pick and his American bull- 
dozers came crashing through the moun- 
tainous jungle terrain during 1943-44, 
joining Ledo in Assam with Myitkyina 
in Burma and Kunming in China by the 
now famous Burma Road. Even these 
contacts with soldiers of many nations 
did not have much effect, and the Nagas 
were still aloof on their hilltops. It re- 
mained to missionaries to bring civiliza- 
tion and the love of Christ to these 
people who practiced human sacrifice in 
the propitiation of the spirits. 


Kachins Enter in 1954 

Missionaries of the Kachin Baptist 
Convention, a local association, opened 
their Christian work with the Nagas in

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THE STORY of this Burma Baptist mission to the Nagas was told by a 
group of Bhamo High School students in a pageant presented to the Burma 


Baptist Convention last October. 


Afterwards 11 Kachin young people now carrying on the work as teachers, 
nurses, and preachers were introduced and received an ovation as they stood 
on the platform. A special offering of about K 1,100 ($235) was taken for 


support of the Naga work. 


Then, in a display of gratitude to those who have brought them the Gospel 
of Christ, Naga chiefs presented gifts of Naga weapons and items of cos- 
tume—helmets adorned with boar’s tusks and feathers, spears, shield, and 
rain caps and other items—to leaders of the Kachin Convention, the Burma 
Baptist Convention, the Burma Baptist Missionary Fellowship, and the 
American visitors, Forrest Smith and Jitsuo Morikawa. 


April 1954. The first preachers were 
greeted with the animosity and antagon- 
ism reserved for all outsiders. Often they 
feared for their lives, but they persisted 
in faith, opening schools for youth and 
children. The first convert came after 
almost two years of work. 

The challenge of pioneer mission 
work stirred the Kachin Baptists to great- 
er efforts. Sara Ting Nan, a headmaster 
in a state school, left the security of 
his post to give leadership to the effort, 
founding a boarding school for Naga 
children at Shingbwiyang, 180 miles from 
Myitkyina. Students and teachers cleared 
10 to 15 acres of land out of rain for- 
est, felling trees of 15 feet girth with 
hand tools, to raise food for themselves. 
Young Kachin men and women offered 
themselves for Christian service in the 
villages of Galawn, Somri, Namyung, 
Namlip, and Shingbwiyang. 


200 Baptisms 

God has blessed this work through the 
now more than six years. More than 200 
have been baptized; more than 500 may 
be considered to have entered the “Way”, 
rejecting their evil spirits and looking 
to Christ for salvation. More than 500 
children are now in Christian schools, 
the only schools in existence in those 
hills. Eleven Christian workers—preach- 
ers, evangelists, teachers and nurses— 
are preaching and demonstrating the love 
of God to these who have lived in spir- 
itual darkness and fear. 

After the Naga work was opened, the 
Kachin Baptists turned to the Burma Bap- 
tist Convention for financial aid in this 
project. The Burma Convention, in turn, 
has presented the needs to the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society. Thus a 


new pattern of mission work is emerging. 
The local convention nearest the frontier 
senses the need and responds by sending 
its workers. The Burma Baptist Conven- 
tion becomes aware of the new work and 
gives help and advice. The churches of 
America through the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society lend their pray- 
ers, interest, and support. 

God strengthens and blesses our com- 
bined efforts to do his will. Truly we 
are workers together with him in this new 
mission thrust into a new area—the Naga 
Hills of Burma.

VI. Tiiiidsun v Stewardship

Sometimes after we have taught and 
preached stewardship to our adopted peo- 
ple we missionaries ourselves learn more 
of the meaning of stewardship from their 
example. 

Mr. Mendoza, a tither, shared his testi- 
mony with our church in Baguio during 
its month-long stewardship emphasis last 
spring. One evening when the offering 
plate was passed during a worship serv- 
ice, he said, he felt a compelling urge to 
give. Reaching into his pocket he re- 
moved a five-peso bill (about $1.50 
U.S.), the only piece of money he had. 
He hesitated before placing it in the plate 
because he. remembered that his family 
had no food for the next day and he had 
no more money to buy breakfast. Yet, 
because he loved the Lord he felt he had 
to give, even his last piece of money. 

Early the next morning, before the 
usual breakfast hour, his daughter Evan- 
geline, a third-year architectural student 
in Manila, made an unexpected visit to 
her family. With her was a train ac- 
quaintance who wanted to meet her 
painter father. While talking with Men- 
doza, the visitor saw a puppy and asked 
if it was for sale. Mendoza answered 
no, but he would gladly give it away. 
Despite strong protest against accepting 
remuneration, the man placed a 10-peso 
bill in Mendoza’s palm and, thanking 
him, left with the puppy. 

“The Lord provided for our needs,” 
Mendoza told the church. “He sent me 
money to buy food even before break- 
fast.” 

Mendoza’s example continues. Several 
months ago Ben Quaderone, a friend 
from the province, came to Baguio seek- 
ing work. Mendoza opened his home to 
him and helped him find a job as an 
assistant painter. Then, every day as 
they worked together, he witnessed to 
Ben about the Saviour and often read 
to him from the Bible. 

One Sunday morning Ben made his 
way to the front of the church to say 
that he, too, had trusted in Jesus Christ 
as his personal Saviour. Since that day 
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Mr. Mendoza 


he has been present for nearly every serv- 
ice of the church, often bringing a com- 
panion with him. What a radiant testi- 
mony Ben, as well as several other re- 
cent converts, is to Mendoza’s steward- 
ship of the gospel! 

Last week Mendoza who has very 
little work as a painter now during the 
torrential rainy season, received an offer 
that would assure him of a regular salary 
and more adequately provide for the 
needs of his large family. The former 
city mayor, for whom he had rendered 
service, talked to him about managing 
his new rice mill in a large provincial 
area in the lowlands, explaining that he 
was one of a very few men to whom he 
could entrust the job. After weighing 
its assets and liabilities Mendoza de- 
clined the offer. His acceptance would 
entail his working on Sundays, and there 
would be no time for attending and 
serving in his church. Though in great 
need of additional work, Mendoza still 
looks to the Lord to provide for his 
needs.

While various church groups in the 
United States sought ways for a mer- 
ger to form a united body, a Baptist 
minister, Homer L. Trickett of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, suggested a basis 
others had not mentioned. 

The Baptist suggested: “A return 
to the New Testament offers a more 
durable basis for Christian unity than 
any thus far advanced.” 





Alliance Seeks Homes 
for Cuban Refugees 


The Baptist World Alliance relief de- 
partment is looking for new homes and 
new jobs for 300 Cuban Baptist refugees. 

A. Klaupiks, relief coordinator for the 
Alliance, said that the need is urgent. 
The 300 Baptists are among 32,000 
homeless and uprooted Cuban refugees 
now in the Miami, Fla. area after having - 
fled the Caribbean island in the wake of 
revolution and counterrevolution. 

“These are fine people, and many of 
them are highly skilled in different pro- 
fessions and crafts,” Klaupiks said. They 
are receiving emergency help from the 
Baptist Center for Latin Americans, a 
Southern Baptist home mission agency 
under the direction of Milton S. Leach, 
Jr. and R. G. Van Royen in Miami. 

“The refugees do not expect, nor want 
to live on charity,” Klaupiks reported on 
his return from Miami. “They are proud 
and honest people, ready to take any 
job offered to them so they can become 
self supporting.” 

Relocation of these people seems essen- 
tial in view of a heavy unemployment 
situation in the Miami area. Ideally the 
relocation site would be in an area of 
Spanish-speaking people so that the 
Cubans could adjust more easily to new 
environment. Transportation to the new 
location will be paid by public funds.

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CHINA: 


National Politics Restrict Religious Liberty 


News comes slowly out of China these 
days, but that which emerges indicates 
continued government pressure to mold 
Christian churches into a special pattern 
favorable to the Chinese political pro- 
gram. 


There were about 123,000 Baptists on 
mainland China at last report. They 
and other protestant groups have been 
pulled together in a ‘‘Three-Self Patri- 
otic Movement” which permits their con- 
tinued witnessing but forbids indepen- 
dent actions by any group. 


Religious News Service reports that 
319 delegates from all parts of China 
attended a Three-Self Patriotic Movement

conference in January and that speakers 
agreed Chinese protestant churches have 
made “‘great progress during recent years 
in their patriotic, anti-imperialistic move- 
ment and had transformed themselves 
from an instrument of imperialistic ag- 
gression into churches administered by 
Chinese protestants themselves.” 


In other reports relayed by Ecumenical 
Press Service, a Mrs. Beuge who returned 
from China last year, quotes a Methodist 
minister in Shanghai as saying that all 
ministers of all denominations now meet 
regularly, and that denominational differ- 
ences no longer matter. (Note that this 
does not say that the differences no longer 


exist.) In other towns only one Sunday 
service is conducted and there are seldom 
more than 60 people in attendance. 

Mrs. Beuge confirmed earlier reports 
that pastors generally work in factories, 
some of them fulltime. However, she 
disclosed that several Christians she met 
had responsible positions. In one prov- 
ince some 50 Christians in various towns 
have been elected by the people as their 
representatives. But as “followers of 
Christ,” they were tolerated as a minority 
group and had none of the status enjoyed 
by Communist Party members. The wives 
of some ministers work as nurses, and 
the wife of a bishop is employed in an 
envelope factory. 


A Baptismal Service With Overtones of Pentecost

WYCHWOOD CHURCH is not large. 
The average morning and evening con- 
gregation is about 35. Neither congre- 
gation nor preacher anticipated that the 
baptismal service on Sunday, January 22, 
1961 would be different from any other. 
There was to be only one candidate. 

We approached the service with joy 
since the candidate was a lady of the 
church dear to the hearts of all. She, 
with her husband and three children, 
had been regular and enthusiastic in her 
work and worship. For some time she 
had delayed her baptism in the hope that 
she and her husband, who both loved 
the Lord, would be baptized together. 
But, not desiring to delay any longer, 
she had come forward alone and _ re- 
quested baptism. 

As she approached the top of the steps 
leading into the baptistry and began to 
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testify concerning God's leading, her 
voice broke and the testimony was ac- 
companied by tears and sobs. Our hearts 
went out to her as she walked down into 
the water and was baptized. 

From this moment the atmosphere was 
electric. God was busy speaking to 
hearts. It had cost her a great deal to 
step down into the baptismal waters. 

A tension we all felt was further 
intensified as her husband rose in his 
seat in the church and asked the minister, 
J. Patrick, whether he could be baptized 
straightway. Upon being assured that 
this could be done, he confessed that 
he knew the way of obedience but that 
it had been pride which had held him 
back. 

As he came and stood at the steps lead- 
ing into the baptistry and gave a testi- 
mony in which he surrendered himself 
unconditionally to his Lord, the congre- 
gation was visibly moved. 

There was no need for an appeal. 


The minister spoke but a word or two 
and as the hymn commenced, first a man, 
then his wife, then another lady then 
another man, then his wife, and finally 
another gentleman came forward to take 
the pastor’s hand, indicating their desire 
to be bartized at the next baptismal serv- 
ice. These six remained behind, later 
to be joined by two others. 


Another gentleman, whose wife has for 
some time been a baptized believer, and 
a consecrated worker for God, could not 
get peace that night, and on the follow- 
ing day, he, too, came to see the pastor 
about baptism. 


How blessed and privileged we were 
to be present and to witness such a move- 
ment of the spirit of God in our midst!’ 
Since then God has continued to work 
and following the next baptismal serv- 
ice, on February 5, others have come 
forward to signify their willingness to 
follow the Lord, confessing him in His 
own appointed way. 











Study Commissions 
To Be Reorganized 


Josef Nordenhaug, general secretary of 
the Baptist World Alliance, recommended 
to the Administrative Committee at its 
February meeting in Washington that 
study commissions of the Alliance be 
reorganized. 

Subject to approval of the Executive 
Committee, the present seven commis- 
sions will be trimmed and streamlined 
to four as follows: 

Commission on Religious Liberty and 
Human Rights. The Commission will 
give attention to religious liberty, world 
peace, racial issues and public morality. 

Commission on Baptist Doctrines. The 
Commission will give attention to doc- 
trines of the church, baptism, the Lord’s 
supper, etc. 

Commission on Evangelism and Mis- 
sions. The Commission will give atten- 
tion to various forms of Christian wit- 
nessing. 

Commission on Bible Study and Mem- 
bership Training. The Commission will 
give attention to Bible study, steward- 
ship, and training of the whole church 
membership in Christian service. 

The Commissions, providing a forum 
of study for Baptists of the world, will 
explore pertinent questions within their 
fields. They may present statements or 
papers to the Executive Committee for 
adoption as pronouncements of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance or for circulation or 
publication as study papers. The BWA 
Executive Committee may assign to the 
commissions specific tasks within their 
respective areas of study. 

Nordenhaug proposed further that each 
commission shall have a central panel of 
seven members who shall serve to pre- 
pare the program for commission meet- 
ings, to conserve and circulate the results 
of the study of the full commissions, and 
to secure continuity in their studies. 
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The central panel shall include the 
chairman, co-chairman, and the secretary 
of the commission. A co-ordinator of 
studies should be employed by the Alli- 
ance as soon as funds can be secured. 


The members of the central panel shall 
normally serve until the next world con- 
gress. In addition to the central panel, 
the commissions will consist of other 
members appointed by the General Sec- 
retary. The full commissions shall nor- 
mally meet in conjunction with the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee, except 
in the year following a world congress. 
At the meetings of the commissions, area 
consultants may be invited to participate.

RUANDA-URUNDI: 
National Union Formed 


First converts in a Danish Baptist mis- 
sion field of Urundi were baptized in 
1931 and the church at Musema was or- 
ganized with 34 charter members. A 
total of 3,000 new converts have been 
baptized during the intervening 30 years. 


Four ordained native pastors and 200 
evangelists and teachers have joined Dan- 
ish missionaries in the work. There are 
currently 1,000 enrolled in classes for 
candidates for baptism. About 6,000 
students receive instructions in 150 
schools. The New Testament and Psalms 
and most of the Old Testament have been 
translated. School books, hymn books, 
devotional books and much other material 
is in the preparation. 


S. A. Hagstrom, missionary, now fe- 
ports the organization of the Baptist 
Union of Ruanda-Urundi, making na- 


tionals responsible for leadership while 
missionaries become ‘‘fellow workers.” 

Commenting on disturbances and tribal 
wars that have characterized many new 
nations the last year, Hagstrom writes: 
“Tt is wonderful to note how the Chris- 
tians have acted during this time. Not 
only did they absolutely refuse to take 
any part in violent acts against people 
of another tribe, but they started at 
once to collect gifts for those among 
church members who had gone through 
a difficult time.” 


NIGERIA: 
Baptists Use Radio-TV 

Two Baptist programs, “The Baptist 
Witness” and “The Answer,” are being 
heard on radio and television respectively 
through the Eastern Nigeria Radio and 
Television Service. This is in addition 
to coverage extended on the western 
Nigeria network which has been in oper- 
ation for several months. 

J. T. Ayorinde, pastor at Lagos, and 
a member of the Baptist World Alliance 
Executive Committee, was preacher on_ 
the first services of the ‘Baptist Witness’. 

“The Answer’, a filmed television 
series produced by the Southern Baptist 
Convention in America, has been highly 
acclaimed by its Nigerian witnesses even 
though the setting is American.

INDIA: 
Bible Welcomed in Assam 


First copies of the complete Mizo Bible 
have now reached the churches in Assam, 
and their arrival is being celebrated. 

Parts of the Bible in the Mizo lan- 
guage have been printed for nearly 40 
years, but the whole scriptures are just 
now available in one volume. It has 
1,832 pages and weighs three pounds. 

Translation began in 1895 by J. H. 
Lorrain and W. Savidge, with Lushai 
helpers. The New Testament, Genesis, 
the Psalms and Isaiah were completed be- 
fore Lorrain retired in 1932. The Baptist

National Conference Held 


Subjects vital to the life and witness 
of the church in India were discussed at 
a conference of the Council of Baptist 
Churches of Northern India held in Cut- 
tack, Orissa, December 15-18. 

Over 70 delegates from widely sepa- 
rated parts of India attended the con- 
ference. Among them were Baptists 
from the Mizo people of Assam, the 
plains of North India, the great cities of 
Calcutta and Delhi and from among 
the primitive peoples of the Kond Hills, 
Orissa. All were from churches founded 
by the British Baptist Missionary Society. 

A majority of the representatives were 
Indians, but the church bodies concerned 
had also appointed a number of mis- 
sionaries to represent them. Also pres- 
ent were representatives of the Baptist 
Missionary Society, Serampore College, 
and delegates from the Baptist Union of 
Pakistan. 

The master of Serampore College, Sri 
K. Dass, led a session on “What steps can 
be taken to deepen the spiritual life of 
the churches?” R. C. Cowling, the 
B.M.S. India field secretary, and B. C. R. 
Henry, another missionary, led a discus- 
sion on leadership training and evan- 
gelism. 

Devotional sessions at the conference 
were conducted by E. Sutton Smith, min- 
ister of Cinnamon Gardens Baptist 
Church, Colombo, Ceylon.

Mrs. Louise M. Paw, elected vice-presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance when 
the Baptist World Congress met in Rio 
de Janeiro last year, received a bouquet 
of flowers from the Burma Baptist Con- 
vention when it met in November.

Bible Study Encouraged 


The European Baptist Federation 
Council, meeting in Vienna last fall, 
received a report from its Committee on 
Bible Study and Membership Training 
headed by Backa Birger Eriksson. 

The committee noted, following a sur- 
vey of all Baptist unions in Europe, that 
“a common need is felt for a curriculum 
of studies which can serve both youth 
and adults,’’ and that while “Bible study 


material seemed preferable, there is also 
an interest in studying Baptist principles, 
Baptist history, Baptist missions, the 
meaning and function of the church and 
church administration. 

The committee has prepared a “pilot- 
scheme” for 1961 and a curriculum for 
1962 and 1963 including courses in Bap- 
tist principles, Sermon on the Mount and 
Parables, Biblical Wisdom and Ethical 
Problems, Life and Mission of European 
Baptists, Letters of Faith, Counsel and 
Courage, and Baptist Missions around the 
world. 

The committee was made a permanent 
part of European Baptist Federation work 
and instructed to provide curricular guides 
for young people. 


GERMANY: 
Institutions in Hamburg 


The German Baptists, who erected a 
new building for the Jugendseminar a 
few months ago, also started a Bible and 
mission school last autumn. Both schools 
are connected with the theological semi- 
nary at Hamburg-Horn. The total num- 
ber of students enrolled at these three 
institutions is 109, 80 of whom study

at the theological seminary, 19 at the 
Jugendseminar, and 10 at the Bible and 
mission school. 

German Baptists gave DM 200,000 to 
the school building projects during 1960. 
This was twice as much as they had esti- 
mated. This generosity will probably 
make it possible to pay the total build- 
ing costs within the course of three 
years instead of the previously calculated 
five years, reports H. Luckey. 


Cooperation Invited 


The German Baptist Union has voted 
to invite the Spanish and Italian Baptist 
Unions to cooperate with Baptist churches 
of Germany in places where people from 
Spain and Italy have settled. As a first 
step in this project, two young Spanish 
brethren have been asked to serve their 
countrymen in Germany. 


HUNGARY: 
Szabo Reported Ill 


Religious News Service reports that 
Laszlo Szabo, president of the Baptist 
Union of Hungary, has resigned his post 
because of ill health. 

It was announced that a three man 
commission will direct the Union's affairs 
pending the election of Szabo’s succes- 
sor when the Union meets in the fall. 
Members of the commission are Jozsef 
Nagy, Union vice-president; Imre Kovacs 
of the Budapest Theological Seminary; 
and Geza Kovacs, clerk of the Small 
Council or presidium. 

Szabo, 59, also is vice-president of the 
Hungarian Ecumenical Council. Or- 
dained in 1933, he has been pastor of the 
Budapest Central Baptist Church for the 
past 10 years. 

With a membership of around 20,000, 
the Baptist church is the largest of the 
minor Protestant bodies in Hungary. It 
has always been a self-supporting church, 
declining to accept material aid offered 
by the government. 


POLAND: 
Dedication Planned 


Polish Baptists plan to open and dedi- 
cate their new church house in Warsaw 
in July. This date also will mark the 
opening of their seminary. 

Aleksander Kircun writes that six new 
mission stations were opened during 1960 
and 80 new members have been baptized. 


ITALY: 


Carlo Misunderstood by Family and Friends

In Italy it is almost impossible for a 
family to live on one salary. Every son 
realizes that as soon as possible, he is 
expected to take a job and help “pay 
back’’ the family which has supported 
him. In spite of school law, boys often 
start work at 12 or 14 years of age. 

Carlo Papacella of Ancona had re- 
ceived a business degree. His widowed 
mother looked forward to her son’s finan- 
cial help with the large family. When 
Carlo became a convert to the Baptist 
faith his family was concerned and un- 
able to understand. 

When Carlo announced that he was 
forsaking his promising business career 


and going back to school, a Baptist sem- 
inary, to become a pastor, it was a real 
blow to the family and a courageous 
decision for Carlo. Becoming a Baptist 
minister would bring persecution and 
only a small living for himself. 

Carlo is an example of Baptist young 
people in Italy who come from non-Bap- 
tist homes. He must face misunderstand- 
ing and persecution from family, friends 
and society. Boys like Carlo who come 
to the Baptist seminary at Rivoli have 
counted the cost and have left all to 
follow Christ. 

Carlo was president of the seminary 
student body last year. He has been help- 
ing with a new church at Genoa and goes 
out often to distribute tracts in cities. 





The Baptist Union of Poland has pub- 
lished a new hymnbook and has three 
other books in preparation for printing. 
A report of the year’s activity shows an 
increase of two new pastors, a holding of 
weekly pastors’ conferences and an an- 
nual meeting and conference of Baptist 
young people. 


SPAIN: 
Program of Advance 


A Five Year Program of Advance is 
being started’ in Spain. This program 
will be an effort to create a larger sense 
of unity in Baptist work through signifi- 
cant common objectives in the areas of 
evangelism, missions and stewardship. 
The emphases for the five year period 
are: Spiritual Life, 1961; Personal Evan- 
gelism, 1962; Stewardship, 1963; Church 
Evangelism or Missions, 1964; and De- 
nominational Cooperation, 1965. 

This Spanish program closely corres- 
ponds to the Baptist Jubilee Advance in 
America. 


SWITZERLAND: 

Evangelistic Campaigns Held 
E. Kroll, president of the Baptist 

Union of Switzerland, reports in Der 

Gemeindebote that all of the Baptist 

churches in Switzerland have annual Bible 

weeks and evangelistic campaigns. The 


church in Basel, where such a campaign 


was held in November, baptized two be- 


lievers. 

At a series of meetings in Bulach in 
January, E. Pfister was speaker. During 
a similar evangelistic campaign in Heri- 
sau, led by W. Rosemann of Munich, 
several men and women made their de- 
cisions for Christ. There has also been 
a week of evangelization in Schaffhausen 
that was “abundantly blessed by God.” 
In Zurich, five new believers were bap- 
tized. 


RUSSIA: 
Pastor Orlov Dies 


Michael Akimovitch Orlov, formerly 
pastor of Baptist churches at both Mos- 
cow and Leningrad, died February 21 
at the age of 73. He was at the time of 
his death a member and superintendent 
of the All-Union Council of Evangelical 
Christian Baptists. 

Claudia Pillipuk, BApTist Wor LD cor- 
respondent in Moscow, reports that Mr. 
Orlov “was born in 1887. In 1908 he 
believed in God. And from 1914 until 
his death, he devoted all of his life to 
the service of God and to God’s chil- 
dren.” He was pastor of the Moscow 
church 24 years and the Leningrad church 
seven years. He attended the Baptist 
World Congress in Stockholm in 1923.

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A Visit to South American Women 


By Miss TERESA PLUuIS 


The Baptist women of South America 
send cordial greetings to Baptist women 
all over the world. 

I had the privilege of visiting five of 
the countries in our Union during Janu- 
ary and February of this year. I attended 
the Chilean Women’s Convention which 
met in Temuco, and there heard many 
expressions of gratitude to God for his 
watchcare and protection during the 
earthquakes and many more expressions 
of love for the Baptists in other coun- 
tries that helped so much with their con- 
tributions of money, clothes, etc. The 
part of Chile which suffered most during 
the time of the earthquakes, the southern 
part, impressed me most. 

Everywhere Chilean women expressed 
their desire to send you greetings in their 
own way... “un abrazo.” 

Next I went to Peru where I visited 
the ancient city of Lima. There the Bap- 
tist work is new, and although it is only 
10 years old, there are already two strong 
Baptist churches in Lima, and they soon 
intend to organize a National W.M.U. 
In Lima we had a very fine meeting with 
the W.M.S. and the Y.W.M.S. Due to 
the fact that all are relatively new Chris- 
tians, one still feels the warmth of that 
“first love.” 

I visited Arequipa, a city that is 431 
years old. It seems that almost all the 
buildings have large cracks in the walls 
which were caused by the earthquakes in 
1959 and 1960. In spite of the poverty, 
the Lord is blessing his work there. 
Many women walked in the rain all the 
way from the hills that surround the 
city in order to attend the women’s meet- 
ing. 

In Ecuador the Baptist work is also 
very new and it is really a period of 
“seed sowing’. There are two churches 
in Guayaquil with 10 missions. There 
are four women’s societies and a small 
medical clinic. The big problem is the 
lack of national help. The country is so 
poor that the majority of capable people 
who have studied in the university leave 
the country to work in other countries. 
This problem is also evident in Bolivia 
and Paraguay. 

Another important city in Ecuador is 
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Quito, located at the foot of Pichincha. 
This is a very picturesque region with 
a very healthy climate, if one is able to 
live in a high altitude. There are two 
Baptist churches in Quito, one of which 
has a kindergarten and a primary school 
with two grades. While I was there we 
reorganized the women’s societies. They 
send greetings and ask to be remem- 
bered in your prayers. 

In these countries the failure of the 
Catholic church is evident. After 400 
years of Catholic domination, the Catholic 
church possesses large cathedrals with 
pillars of gold, but it has done nothing 
to free the people of their ignorance and 
poverty. The barefoot people enter these 
great cathedrals with physical and soul 
hunger and they leave in the same con- 
dition. 

Canadian Baptists have a strong work 
in Bolivia that began near the turn of 
the century. La Paz rests in the moun- 
tains watched over by the Illimani with 
its snow-covered peaks. The airport is 
the highest in the world, having an alti- 
tude of 4.017 meters above sea level. 
The women here gave me a very warm 
welcome in Spanish and Aymara. It was 
very exciting to see the two groups of 
Aymara women from the churches of 
La Paz dressed in their brilliant colored 
skirts, their ‘‘ponchos” and their hats 
that are very much like an English derby. 
Several of them had babies strapped to 


Introducing C. ontinental Co-Chairman: 
Miss Teresa A. Pluis 


Teresa A. Pluis, co-chairman of the 
Baptist World Alliance Women’s Depart- 
ment, is a native of Argentina even 
though her parents were Dutch-French 
in origin. Because her parents had 
prayed for a child for many years, Teresa 
was dedicated to the Lord before her 
birth. 


At the age of two, her parents dedi- 
cated themselves to the Lord for full- 
time Christian work, and entered the 
Baptist seminary. She was converted at 
the age of ten and began to play the 
piano for the church at the age of eleven, 
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their backs and were singing hymns of 
praise to the Lord. 


Who said that the South American 
Indians were sad? Many are, however, 
due to the exploitation that they have 
suffered under the white man, but not 
these Christian Indians. You would 
have rejoiced with me if you had been 
able to hear these Bolivian Indians sing- 
ing the popular chorus: “When Christ 


is in the family” in Quechua, Aymara, 


Spanish and English. The South Amer- 
ican Indians are very capable. They 
know how to take advantage of education 
and are very intelligent. 


Later I visited Guatajata which is near 
lake Titicaca. I had heard of the mar- 
vellous results that the gospel is pro- 
ducing among the Aymaras. There are 
16 Baptist schools and one Baptist clinic. 
They have six organized churches and 
regular services in all the schools. Dur- 


and taught Sunday school at 13. 

When she graduated from secondary 
school, Miss Pluis entered the Baptist 
seminary in Buenos Aires completing the 
two year course. Later she was gradu- 
ated a Professor of Pedagogy in the 
Faculty of Philosophy and Literature from 
the University of Buenos Aires. 

Teresa Pluis is now a librarian in the 
International Baptist Seminary and has 
served as secretary and president of the 
Argentine Women’s Missionary Union; 
the Argentine League of Christian Wom- 
en; the Student Society; treasurer and 
secretary of the Baptist Women’s Union 
of Latin America, and on different boards 
of the Argentine Convention. 
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ing the time I was there they dedicated 
a new building in the Baptist school. 
This school has two grades which are 
equivalent to our high school. They 
teach Bible, history, Spanish and agricul- 
ture. The missionaries have been able 
to help by planting and cultivating some 
trees which have changed the looks of 
the whole region, although they have to 
use a system of terraces due to the moun- 
tains. 


We had the meeting in the home of a 
missionary. I arrived early and found a 
group of ladies sitting on the floor study- 
ing in order to learn to read. Almost 
all of them were young women and it 
was very humorous to see their babies 
looking at the books over their shoulders. 
This is an educational advantage that the 
children have when they are strapped 
to their mother’s back. Little by little 
more women arrived until there were 
more than 70 present. One of the young 
ladies translated my message into their 
language and when I had finished, all of 
them waved their hands asking me to 
carry greetings to all of you. 

Because of the stormy weather I was 
not able to visit Oruro and Cochabamba, 
but I was able to spend several days with 
the women of La Paz and the leaders of 
the Bolivian Baptist Women’s Crusade, 
the national organization of Baptist 
women. 


I continued my trip flying to Ascun- 
cion, Paraguay. The Paraguayan women 
carry their burdens not on their backs 
but on their heads. They have to walk 
very straight in order to carry the baskets 
on their heads. It was the week of em- 
phasis for the Young Women’s societies. 
I spoke to them about the work of the 
Women’s Department of the Baptist 
World Alliance and to visit the churches 
of Ascuncion which are working very 
well. 

After a short trip I found myself 
again in my own country, Argentina, 
visiting an encampment of women in 
Sierra de Cordoba. The place is named 
Thea and all summer there are camps 
that emphasize the different phases of 
Baptist work. In this camp, there were 
56 ladies studying the work of the wom- 
en's societies in the churches, the associa- 
tion and the convention. We are seeing 
much progress in the women’s work, in 
the amount of offerings given, and es- 
pecially in the interest shown towards 
the World Day of Prayer.

Mrs. A. H. Chapman Dies 


Word has been received from the Un- 
ion of South Africa of the death of Mrs. 
A. H. Chapman in October. 

Mrs. Chapman knew and loved Baptist 
work in the Rhodesias and in the Union

Nonethe- 
less she has been vitally interested in our 
world-wide work and its promotion in 
her own area.

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Men in Maine 
Preach Their Faith 


Can laymen preach? 

This question is not debated at Bethany 
Baptist Church, Presque Isle, Maine, 
where members of the Lay Preachers 
Association traveled 1,670 miles last 
year filling 72 speaking engagements. 

Sparked by Bethany’s pastor, Dr. Paul 
C. Klose, more than a dozen men have 
responded to the challenge of closed and 
pastorless churches. Averaging a dozen 
sermons each over the past few years, 
the men have addressed audiences of 40 
to 300 people in their home church and 
elsewhere in the state. At least three 
of them have re-opened churches in 
Maine, and several have supplied pulpits 
during pastors’ vacations or illness. 

In addition to preaching, they par- 
ticipate regularly in the services at Beth- 
any, take charge of prayer meeting when 
the pastor is absent, and engage actively 
in personal evangelism and home visita- 
tion. More than half of them have had 
the joy of being personally used of God 
in leading others to the Saviour. 

The men who comprise the Lay Preach- 
ers Association average 40 years of age 
and include a printer, machinery parts 
clerk, candy wholesaler, clothing store 
manager, farm manager, comptroller, 
truck driver, school principal, Air Force 
master sergeant, construction foreman, 
and YMCA secretary. Most of them 
have had no formal education beyond 
high school, and like Amos of the Old 
Testament, not one is a preacher or the 
son of a preacher, in the professional 
sense. However, they share in common 
the experience of God’s redeeming grace 
in Jesus Christ—some just a few years 
old in the Faith, others decades. 

Pastor Klose taught an initial course on 
Lay Preaching, combining homiletics and 
speech, when the project got underway. 
The men have since carried on additional 
Bible study, and read widely in the nu- 
merous books on preaching which have 
been added to the church library. At 
periodic conventions, such as the one held 
at Bethany last November, they attend 
seminars taught by visiting ministers on 
“Preparation of Sermons,” “Baptist Be- 
liefs,”” and ‘Use of Scripture in Preach- 
ing.” When an invitation comes to 
preach, each man averages several hours 
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in preparation, some of them practicing 
the sermon aloud at home. 


Is their preaching effective? Pastor 
Klose comments: ‘Our lay preachers have 
been graciously received wherever they 
have ministered. A number of people 
have spoken warm words of appreciation 
to me personally. In every instance they 
have been invited back to minister.” 


What more eloquent endorsement of 
the lay preaching ministry could be de- 
sired than this simple scene described by 
one of the men of Bethany: “A young 
man came down front and with tears in 
his eyes said, ‘I love Christ. What must 
I do to be saved’?” 


In America last year, 1,000 churches 
closed their doors, bringing the total of 
such in the United States and Canada 
to an estimated 60,000. “Beginning at 
Jerusalem,” Pastor Klose and his Presque 
Isle lay preachers are doing something 
about it!

Gerhard Panke and his wife, Elsie, are 
proud of their three daughters, two mar- 
ried to Baptist ministers and the young- 
est completing her musical education at 
Eastman School of Music. 

Born in Berlin, Germany, this Baptist 
leader was brought to the United States 
in infancy by his parents, and spent his 
first 20 years in Tacoma, Wash. In this 
connection he observes: “I accepted the 
Lord as my Saviour at the age of twelve 
in the former German Baptist Church of 
Tacoma, now known as the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church. I was baptized and received 
into membership . . 
that I have often failed my Lord since 
then, He has never failed me and I love 
Him more each passing day.” 


Choon Pok Park 


Solitary flight from persecution in 
North Korea in 1948 highlights the life 
story of Choon Pok Park, Korean Bap- 
tist Convention representative to the 
Men’s Depart- 
ment Executive 
Committee. In 
that critical time, 
his father (a pas- 
tor) and elder 
brother were 
killed; and the 
fate of the rest 
of the family is 
unknown to this 
day. 

Park is a resi- 
dent of Seoul, Korea, where he is direc- 
tor of a church choir. He was gradu- 
ated from theological seminary in 1950. 
A special interest in sociology has led him 
to plan for further study in America at 
the earliest opportunity. 
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BRAZIL: 
British Enlarge Work 


Baptist Missionary Society, London, is 
expanding its mission undertakings in 
the state of Parana, an area now devel- 
oping out of what was once virgin jungle. 
The Baptist Times reports that there is 
already a Baptist church at Cianorte with 
more than 300 members. It has called 
its own pastor and is busy erecting its 
place of worship. 

Another church at Umuarama was 
established in October 1960 and now has 
more than 160 members. 

Missionary work in Parana, according 
to B.M.S. spokesmen, “‘consists of visits 
to homesteads in the coffee plantations, 
farms and tiny hamlets. The task of the 
missionaries is to evangelize, gather to- 
gether those who are already Christians, 
establish churches, train leaders and then 
move on. 

“Such is the speed with which people 
of this multi-racial democracy, Brazil, are 
turning to Christ that where today there 
are Bible classes or family groups, there 
will be churches in a year or two. The 
Brazilian churches so founded are en- 
tirely self-supporting and belong to the 
Parana Baptist Convention.” 


COLOMBIA: 
Porras Aids Evangelism 
Roberto Porras Maynes of the Baptist 
Convention of Mexico visited in Colom- 
bia three weeks in late January and early 
February.

He told of a Havana church which held 
services one night in 60 homes and six 
parks, with 132 persons leading meet- 
ings attended by 1,400 persons. 

Literature distributed during the cru- 
sades included 481 Bibles, 3,515 New 
Testaments, 29,175 Gospels and 293,247 
tracts.

An American Baptist educational mis- 
sionary has received the highest non- 
political decoration the government of 
El Salvador can bestow, in recognition 
of her missionary service. 

Miss Evalina McCutcheon, principal of 
Colegio Bautista in San Salvador, was 
given the “Order Jose Matias Delgado, 
Grade Caballero (Knight)”. It is con- 
sidered uncommon for a non-Salvadorean 
to receive the order. Miss McCutcheon 
has served under appointment to the 
American Baptist Home Mission Socie- 
ties for over 30 years. 





ISRAEL: 
Workers Train in Galilee 


Weekly classes have been started in 
Nazareth, to train Baptist workers for 
the Galilee area. The first students are 
two full-time village preachers and four 
persons who are interested in Christian 
service but who are unable to obtain 
university education. 

Courses, taught in Arabic, include Old 
and New Testament survey, Christian 
teachings, pastoral and practical duties, 
and church history. The faculty is made 
up of two national Baptist leaders who 
have studied at the Baptist Theological 
Seminary in Ruschlikon ZH, Switzerland, 
another who is a teacher-evangelist, and 
missionary Dwight L. Baker.

But once the invaders were gone, 
the people returned to church services 
to continue their worship.

Several persons go Saturday 
afternoon for a preaching service in 
Acre. Another group goes on Sunday 
to Cana. In all, the students work at 
four stations, reaching about 500 per- 
sons each week with the gospel message. 


“These classes are filling a wide gap 
between the cavernous needs of our grow- 
ing Galilee work and the shortage of 
workers trained in even the bare rudi- 
ments of evangelism,” says Baker. ‘Most 
of these are working and studying now 
as volunteers, but from this trained group 
will come persons for permanent lead- 
ership later.”

The network has announced broad- 
casting dates for two other films to be 
made cooperatively with the NBC religi- 
ous television unit and the Southern 
Baptist Radio and Television Commis- 
sion at Fort Worth. 

A special spiritual therapy treatment 
used in mental hospitals in North Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, USA is to be tele- 
cast Sunday, July 30. 

A filmed report of Baptist mission 
work in Hong Kong and the immediate 
area will be broadcast Sunday, December 
31. 


$19,013,500 Budget Proposed 


A 1962 budget of $19,013,500 for the 
Southern Baptist Convention for oper- 
ations and capital needs was recom- 
mended by the denomination’s Executive 
Committee, representing a $500,000 in- 
crease over current appropriations. 


The new budget must be approved by 
the SBC at its annual meeting in St. 
Louis, Mo., May 23-26. 


Of the total, $13,938,500 was urged 
for general operations and for the more 
than 20 convention agencies, and the re- 
mainder—$5,075,000—for capital needs. 


As usual the convention agency re- 
ceiving the largest operating budget 
share will be the Foreign Mission Board 
with $7,250,000. The Home Mission 
Board would get $2,000,000. 


JAMAICA: 
Membership Increases 2,000 


Representatives from 244 churches at- 
tended the Third General Assembly of 
the Jamaica Baptist Union in Kingston 
under chairmanship of A. E. Brown. 

Reports indicated a total membership 
gain of nearly 2,000 during the year and 
an increase of about £2,000 in gifts for 
home and foreign missions. Visitors to 
the conference included Mrs. Blanche 
Hodge and Mrs. R. L. Mathis, leaders in 
the Women’s Department of the Baptist 
World Alliance, and C. Y. Dossey of the 
Southern Baptist Convention Home Mis- 
sion Board. 

Dossey’s department will sponsor an 
evangelistic crusade on the island in 
April, using the services of about 100 
ministers from the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention.

Plan for World Peace 


A plan to win world peace through the 
“ultimate weapon” of Christianity is 
presented in a new book by Paul M. 
Stevens, director of the Southern Baptist 
Radio and Television Commission. 

The book is entitled “The Ultimate 
Weapon—Christianity” and is published 
by Thomas Nelson and Sons, New York. 

“Communism,” says Stevens, “has no 
monopoly on revolution. Christianity 
was born as a revolt against entrenched 
and evil powers in the economic and 
spiritual areas. Today, of the two con- 
tending ideologies, Christianity alone has 
a burning concern for human needs and 
human values in the light of divine at- 
tention.”

The Baptist World Alliance hand of 
fellowship can also be an arm of fellow- 
ship through a service suggested by R. 
Fred Bullen, general secretary of the 
Baptist Federation of Canada. 

Bullen suggests that European pastors 
can render a great service to him and 
other secretaries of Baptist unions and 
conventions if they will report informa- 
tion about their parishoners who are 
moving to other countries for resettle- 
ment. 

Many European Baptists are moving to 
Canada, Mr. Bullen pointed out, and the 
Canadian Baptist churches will be happy 
to extend a spiritual ministry to them 
on their arrival. This is possible only 
however if pastors or other Baptists in 
the countries from which the immigrant 
comes notifies Bullen in advance.

If 
the names of Baptist officials are not 
available to those who are writing, it is 
suggested that they address their letters 
to the Baptist World Alliance in Wash- 
ington, where the staff will forward it 
to the appropriate people.

PERSECUTION OFTIMES A BLESSING 


True believers in Christ have always 
been persecuted, Gunnar Westin, profes- 
sor of church history at Uppsala Univer- 
sity in Sweden, told students and faculty 
at Southwestern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary in Fort Worth, USA. 

“Persecution started early and it is 
clear that many times it has been a bless- 
ing. The first great persecution was 
against the early church at Jerusalem but 
the people were never stopped, yet went 
everywhere preaching the gospel in spite 
of the difficulty,” he said. 

Westin, who also teaches church his- 
tory at the Bethel Baptist Seminary in 
Sweden said, ‘Foreign missions started 


through this persecution. The people 
stuck to their task. They did not sit down 
and complain because of their treatment 
but just continued preaching the gospel.” 

“Paul gave us the book of Romans 
while being persecuted. John wrote 
Revelation while under persecution at 
Patmos. We would never have had 
Pilgrim’s Progress if John Bunyan had 
not been persecuted and put into prison,” 
he stated. 

“These people who were persecuted 
had something to tell and they did. I 
see in this development the work of the 
hand of God in various ways,” Westin 
stated. 
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
